J. R. Lowery Protests 

J. R. Lowery, of Alexandra, oppo- 
sition whip, protested against the ar- 
rangements for alternating speakers 
during the debate.

Wants Women School Inspectors 
The minister of education was paid 
a tribute for the advanced system of 
the province, but there must be a 
reformation in the schoo! work to 
make it more effective. Women school 
inepectors should be appointed; the 
primary grades should have their 
special inspector ae well as the high 
schools; kindergardens should be pro- 
vided for each and all; adequate and 
special training schools should be es- 
tablished for primary, public, high 
and rural schools, and the public 
schools should afford a curriculum 
that would fit the graduating pupil 
for the duties of practical life, and in 
the rural schools especially for the 
business of agriculture. She advoca- 
ted the merging as far as possible of! 
the courses of the agricultural schools | 
and the public and high schools, or 
rather an incorporation of the agri- 
cultural school curriculum in the pub- 
lic schools of the province. 

“We in Alberta have much to be 
proud of in the way our government 
has looked after the education of the 
foreigner,” said Mrs. McKenney, ‘but 
we must all realize that this work has 
not been carried far enough yet. War 
conditions and problems are past, and 
ic is our dyty to look after the educa- 
tion of the foreigner 60 that he may 
become a citizen of Canada in fact and 
aspiration as well as in name. We 
{perhaps cannot comprehend to what 
an extent the foreign born family gets 
its entire viewpoint of British and 
Canadian institutions through the 
}medium of the public school. There} 
{should be special classes for men and 
women, and I hope this will become a 
part of the humanitarian policy which 
we hope to see. Let us remember 
that it is the boast of the British 
| Empire that it not only conquers fe 
enemies but that it makes of them its 
friends and allies.” 

Mrs. McKinney censured the gov- 
ernment with some severity when 
touching upon the liquor act enforce- 
ment.

Dr. T. H. Blow, of South Caigary, 
criticised the government on the whole 
count, There was the same old policy 
of withholding from the house the 
details of proposed legislation, Noth- 
ing definite had been afforded in the 
speech from the throne nor from any 
government member following. He 
hoped the premier’s optimism over 
the financial outlook was well found- 
ed, and he hoped something definite 
would come out of the proposal to 
assist in the development of the pro- 
vincial industrial resources, although 
all legislation thus far, he said, had 
been antagonistic to the industries of 
the province, 

Dr. Blow also expressed the hope 

that the proposed ‘tubercular sani- 
tarium of the two governments would 
be free to patients He agreed that 
unfortunately the additions to the 
Ponoka asylum are apparently neces- 
sary. 
But the member sharply criticised 
the government for its dealings with 
the towns and cities of the province. 
Taxation was unfair; the school grants 
were unjustly small as compared with 
the grants to the rural districts. He 
did not want to see any of the school 
grants decreased but he did want to 
see the urban centres obtain more 
consideration. As for hospital grants, 
he protested against a decrease toward 
the city institutions where so much of 
the hospital work of the country was 
done. More hospitals should be en- 
couraged. 


Condemns Auto Tax 


The automobile tax was another 
unjust burden. The fees this year 
would approximate $600,000 and yet 
the city owners were not assured that 
the roads would be benefitted by the 
tax, 

The wild lands tax was also iniquit- 
}ous in operation and retaliated with 
|damaging effect upon the towns and

Dr. Blow objected to the onus of

Major Eaton Warns 

Major Eaton of Sand Hille was the 
only member on the governmeynt side 
who spoke during the afternoon. He 
humorously warned the leaders of any 
movement, reform or otherwise, not 
to go to extremes, It was even said 
that Russa dropped vodka and then 
dropped out of the war. They didn’t 
take up drink again but they took up 
Bolshevism—and Bolshevism was 
worse than drink any time. Again It 
ought not to be forgotten that Al-

Major Eaton dealt seriously with 
the returned soldier question, He re- 
viewed labor conditions during the 
war, when munitions and other war 
materials had to be manufactured and | 
the question of price could not be| 
considered, All this time, however, 
while wages were high the soldiers 
were fighting at the old $1.10 a day. 
Now the war was over and it trans- 
pired that the war debt was in no 
way lessened by the earnings of Can-

NOT CONTINUING 
TO DEMOBILIZE 


Concentrates 18 Divisions on 
the West Front, Says , 
Report 


WARNING BY FOCH 


Compares Rapid Demobili- 
zation by Allies with Atti- 
tude of Enemy 


LONDON, Feb. 10,—(British Wire- 
less Service)—-British newspapers of 
all shades of opinion are devoting 
serious attention to the altitude adop- 
ted by the German government toward 
the armistice conditions, The Daily 
News Paris correspondent sends a dis- 
patch from authoritative sources on 
the subject in which he says his in- 
formants tell him that they had the 
best reason to believe that Germany 
is not continuing to demobilize. 

“She hae concentrated more than 
18 divisions under Von Hindenburg 
on the western front,” the correspo1- 
dent quotes his informant as saying 

“We also have the best reasons to 
believe that Germany is keeping her 
troops under arms on the pretext of 
economic necessity. Some of the mili- 
tary authorities think that Germany 
has sought more material to give 
necessary armament to 3,000,000 men. 
German demobilization is a condition 
to our demobilization and, therefore, 
disbandment is impossible as long as 
Germany does not continue to de- 
mobilize. 

Must Be Made Impotent 

“Allied military authorities con- 
sider the time has now arrived for 
Germany to give up her military 
strength—that ehe be brought to such 
a condition that she cannot resist later 
the conditions of peace now being 
prepared. The allied theory always 
has been that we should frame con- 
ditions which Germany will have to 
accept, and that there is nothing to 
discuss except as regards details, 
this reason, Germany is trying to keep 
up her miligary strength so that she 
can send a delegation to the peace 
congress for a thorough military dis- 
cussion of the peace conditions im- 
posed. On this point the French 
National Socialist party and its ex- 
treme wing is strongly opposed to 
anything being done to save Germany 
from the consequences of defeat. In 
this matter the French government 
will be supported by the entire 
nation.” 

The correspondent says he has been 
informed by a competent British 
authority that Marshal Foch “made a 
declaration of a somewhat serious 
character at a meeting of the supreme 
war council,” 

_ “He feels,” the authority is quo 
ds saying, “that the Germans are be- 
ginning to forget that they are beaten. 
They are apt to forget that we are in 
a state of war. They have been slow 
in handing over transport and other

City Council Refers Motions 
On Management of the Street 
Rly. to Utilities Committee

Would Not Be Surprised if Citizens of Edmonton Took Matter 
into Their Own Hands—Delegations Submit Views 


The presentation of the complaints 
against the management of the street 
rallway department, which were for- 
mulated at the public meeting held 
last Wednesday, occupied a consider- 
able part of an exceptionally busy ses- 
sion of the city council Monday and 
resulted in the exchange of a good 
deal of somewhat acrid criticism and 
personalities. The various resolu- 
tions were finally referred to the utili- 
ties committee for report, although 
Kinney wanted the council to 
approve the recommendations and 
that they be referred to the commis- 
sioners to be carried into éffect. The 
alderman could get no secondér for 
his motion, however. 

Later in the evening, after the dele- 
gations had all departed, Ald. Martin, 
Speaking to a question of privilege, 
wanted to know what aldermen, if 
any, were committed to the protection 
of certain men in the street railway 
department, as he understood the 
mayor had alleged to be the case 
This led to another interchange be- 
tween the mayor and Ald. Grant, the 
latter declaring that it was only by an 
act of grace that the six employees 
referred to, whe had remained in the 
service while the remainder of the 
street railway men were on strike, 
recognized any seniority to themselves 
at all, inasmuch as the strikers had 
all left the services of the depart- 


ment and had been subsequently re- 
instated. 

“If you are going to keep that up,” 
remarked the mayor, “you are going 
to have the same conditions in the 
street rallway that you have now. I 
would not be surprised if the citizens 
of Bdmonton should take this matter 
into thelr own hands.” 

South Side Delegation 

A delegation from the South Side 
Community league opened the ball by 
submitting a set of resolutions calling 
for sufficient and efficient street car 
service to the South Side, the stoppage 
of overcrowding forthwith and de- 
manding greater care in the operation 
of cars on the high level bridge. They 
demanded that it be made a punish- 
able offence for a motorman to take 
his hands. from brake or current con- 
trols while on the bridge.

Without 
wishing any harm to one of the 
most forceful and successful per- 
sonalities of modern times, it 
would be greatly to the benefit of 
Britain and her overseas empire 
if he never came back. Britain is 
a democracy. Therefore it is 
dominated by public opinion. He 
who directs public opinion con- 
trols the state. Pubiie opinion 
finds expression, and conclusions 


regarding public policy are reach- | 


ed, through the newspapers. By 
the measure of control, direct and 
indirect, which he achieved over 
the British and Canadian press, 
Lord Northcliffe changed the for- 
mer democracy of Britain and 
Canada to a Northcliffe dictator- 
ship, of which the results are now 
being harvested by Britain and 
Canada. 

To an uncanny sense of all the 
varying and various slants of the 
human mind, with a full appreci- 
tion of the fact that sentiment, not 
reason, rules the world, Alfred 
Harmsworth, Irish adventurer 
(Harmsworth the elder was Eng- 
lish born), added tireless indus- 
try, boundless energy, marvelous 
organizing ability, vaulting ambi- 
tion, and an utter disregard of 
principle, if principle stood in the 
way of his realizing that ambition. 
With these qualities as his capi- 
tal, in comparatively few years he 
established and made a huge suc- 
cess of the Daily Mail,acquired and 
remodelled the London Times, the 
Weekly Dispatch and such a num- 
ber of other newspapers and peri- 
odicals as gave him a position of 
commanding influence in the di- 
rection of publie opinion. In his 
earlier enterprises there was asso- 
ciated with him one of 
rothers, now Lord Rothmere. 
But after a time the brothers sep- 
business interests. 
Rothermere now has a string of 
newspapers as large as North- 
cliffe’s and said to be even more 
profitable. A competitor in the 
newspaper field was Sir Henry 
Dalzell, who also had a string of 
papers. While not in business al- 
liance, these three in later times 
were in close political co-opera- 
tion; so close that when the re- 


cent general eleétions approached | 
Sir Henry Dalzell purchased for | 


something over $7,000,000 the 
London Morning Chronicle, 
of the two Liberal 
pers of London.

In the year following the out- 
break of war the public opinion 
created by the Northcliffe press 
created the Asquith coalition gov- 
ernment, displaced the Asquith by 
the Lloyd George government, 
and at the recent general elections 
made Lloyd George the puppet 
premier of a Tory majority in the 
house of commons. These results 
were achieved by the systematic 
poisoning of the wells of public 
thought. By the persistent and 
universal suggestion of the false 
and suppression of the true. The 
people of Britain received such 
news as Lord Northeliffe thought 
they should receive, and what he 
thought they should not receive 
was kept from them—all under 
the pretence of patriotism. In the 
result there was installed a gov- 
ernment that had promised every- 
body everything, and stood for 
principle on nothing. Now the 
demand is being made that the 
promises be fulfilled—and it can’t 
be done. 

What occurred in Britain was 
in large measure duplicated in 
Canada, Coalition government in 
Britain was followed by Union 
Government in Canada, And as 
the way for coalition in Britain 
was carefully prepared by a 
Northeliffe controlled press, so 
the way for Union Government in 
Canada was prepared by bring- 
ing the Canadian press under a 
necessary measure of like control, 


| A similar attempt had been made 


previous to the elections of 1904, 
But the plot failed on that ocea- 
sion.
